Washington —WJ— The United 


States today accepted an invitation 
to sit with th© leagrue of nations 
council in an effort to prevent war 


_ in- Manchuria. 


The formal invitation pointing out 


that the Kellogg-Briand pact to re- 
nounce war probably would figure 
prominently in the league's efforts 
to conciliate^the grievances between 
Japan and China, was received at the 
state department. 
Prentiss Gilbert in Geneva already 


had been authorized to accept the 
invitation and he cabled the depart- 
ment he would do so an hour before 
the meeting time, set for 6 o clock 
p. m. Geneva time, or noon Wash- 
ington" time. 
The invitation to this government 


said that in its previous discussions 
the 
opinion has been . expressed 


before the council "that the very im- 
port -nt question, before the council 
concerns the fulfillment of obliga- 
tions arising not only from the cov- 
enant oi the league ot nations but 
-also from the'pact of Paris," (Kel- 
logg- Briand pact). 


' «»TOeJrf»ftation;wast transmit ted to 


the'XJnited States' by* Arisiifle Briand, 
president of the council, and co-au- 
t'fior of the Kellogg-Briand. pact, who 
said "the-United States may be re- 
Carded as being especially interested 
in insuring the settlement of 
the 


present dispute by pacific means.' 


Cabinet Convenes 


President .Hoover discussed the en- 


lire* Manchurian situation with the 
cabinet against today. 
It^was said in an official quarter 


later* that the cabinet was given to 
understand there had been no change 
in the American position, that of 
working for peace through every 
channel. 
No cabinet member wanted to be 


quoted officially as to what was said. 
Later the text of instructions given 


to Gilbeit for his guidance at the 
jeag-ue of nations meetings was pub- 
lished. 
As communicated to Geneva by 


telephone several days ago, these 
were: 
"You are authorized'to participate 


in the discussions of the 
council 


when they relate to the possible ap- 
plication of the Kellogg-Briand pact, 
to which the United States is a par- 
ty."You are expected to report the 
results of such discussions to the 
department for its determination as 
to possible action. 
"If you are present at the discus- 


sion of any other aspect of the Chi- 
nese-Japanese dispute it.must be^ on- 
ly as an observer and auditor." 
The instructions thus preclude any 
' participation by the United States 


rther than in a role of "observer,1 
in possible action 
by the 
league 


council to invoke sanctions under 
the covenant. These sanctions in- 
clude boycott, blockade, and mili- 
tary pressure. 


COUNCIL'S ACTION 


Geneva—OP)— The council of the 


league of nations formally ratified 
over the objections of the Japanese 
delegate today its invitation to the 
United States to engage in arbitra- 
tion of the Sino-Japanese conflict. 


Chairman Aristide Briand, in sum- 


marizing the council's decision, said 
that the objections of a constitution- 
al and juridical nature raised by 
Kenklchi Yoshizawa, Japanese dele- 
gate, remained in reserve. 


The council again overruled by a 


vote of 13 to 1 the Japanese dele- 
gate's objections and declared that 
the question was purely one of pro- 
cedure, requiring only a 
majority 


vote. It was made clear that the 
American representative would not 
have a vote on the merits of China's 
appeal. 


JAPAN'S ATTITtiDE 


Tokio— (>P)—Asserting that "Ja- 


pan has absolutely no intention of 
declaring 
war 
upon China," 
a 


spokesman for the Tpklo 
govern- 


ment today explained 'his country's 
latitude In making an issue of ef- 
forts to Invoke the TCe'logg: pact at 
Geneva. 


The spokesman said Japan's atti- 


tude was In no 
way directed 
at 


America itself ami 
leiterateil 
the 


contention that the Kcllojrs: pact ap- 
plied to a situation involving nar or 
danger of war. 


He added Japan believed American 


participation In the Geneva confer- 
ence over Manchuria might only de- 
lay a solution by encouraging China 
to refuse to enter into direct negoti- 
ations.

Bruening Is 
Victor By 25 
Votes In Test 


Berlin —(IP)— Chancellor 
Heln- 


nch Bruening's cabinet was sus- 
tained this evening: on a vote of 
confidence In the Reichstag. 
The 


vote was 295 to 270. 


Thus, by a margin of 25 votes the 


chancellor turned back once again 
the threat of Adolf Hitler's Nation- 
al Socialists who had combined this 
time with 
the Nationalist party 


headed by Alfred Hugenberg. 


"When the Reichstag convened this 


morning the government was sure 
of 243 votes and thought it could 
pick up enough from the smaller 
parties to give it a margin of at 
least one ballot. 


Then the 
Economic party an- 


nounced that it would swing its sup- 
port to the chancellor. "When the 
vote "was taken there were three 
abstentions. 


A motion of lack of confidence in 


General Wilhelm Greener, head of 
the military and police as minister 
of. defense anc" minister of the inter- 
ior, waa introduced 
by the 
Com- 


jtnunists, but was defeated by a vote 
of 321 to 233, with 15 abstentions. 


A similar motion directed against 


Minister of Agriculture Schiele also 
waa rejected and a fesr -minutes 
later the Reichstag defeated a Com- 
munist motion for dissolution by a 
vote of 320 to 252. 


The nationalists and the National 


Socialists walked out of the Reich- 
stag today when the Chancellor be- 
gan a speech warning 
the house 


against attempts of the extremists 
to undo at one stroke what his gov- 
ernment had accomplished with so 
much labor. 


"We've laid all our cards on tfie 


table," he said, "and I tell you that 
if the Fatherland Is to,-Jbp jsa^ed it 
is up to *y"du to-justify confidence 
abroad."

hibition laws. 
Judge Otis convicted th« Uklah 


Grape Products Co., Inc., of New 
York, on seven counts charging vio- 
lation of the prohibition laws In a 
test case to determine the legality of 
the sale of grape concentrate which 
ma"y be turned into wine. 


The corporation was fined $100 on 
each count. Albert E. Brunett, for- 
merly Kansas City manager of the 
company and a co-defendant, was 
fined $40 each on five counts charg- 
ing sale. 


The Ukiah company was fined 


$100 on each of two counts charging 
possession of its grape concentrate 
product. Brunett was acquitted on 
two similar counts. 


Judge Otis heard the case without 


a jury. The case was submitted on 
points of law, both sides having 
agreed to the general facts. 


Attorneys for the corporation an- 


nounced they would appeal. 


Through the testimony of E. J. 


Gorman, president of the company 
the government placed In the records 
of the case the statement that the 
Ukiah Products would contain from 
10 to 15 per cent alcohol in a period 
of about three weeks.

to Be Financed by 


Bond Issue 


Construction of storm sewers, an 


emergency measure for the relief of 
the -unemployed, will start as sooft 
as all other city work has been com- 
pleted, probably the middle of Nov- 
ember, Mayor John Goodland, Jr. an- 
nounced today. 


The program of storm sewer con- 


struction, which it is estimated will 
cost about $147,000, is a part of the 
city's plan to aid those who cannot 
find work enough to support their 
families. Although money for the 
sewers could be taken from the gen- 
eral fund, a bond issue will be float- 
ed- to take care of the cost of the 
project, as it is felt that the tax- 
payer should not be burdened this 
year with the cost of an improve 
ment of this nature. It is planned 
to hold off the first payment on the 
bond issue until January, 1933. 


The work will be 
done by men 


•who, if not employed in this manner, 
would be supported by the city. In- 
stead of doling- out aid, the city will 
give the men an opportunity to earn 
enough to support 
their families. 


This will give the unemployed a 
chance to legitimately earn 
what 


they would otherwise have to accept 
from the city, and at the same time 
give the city some return for its re 
lief expenditure. 


Plan Piece Work 


The amount each man can earn 


a week -will be limited to his needs, 
so that as many unemployed as pos- 
sible will be given jobs. Payment 
will be made by ths piece insteac 
of the hour, and it is possible that 
each week each laborer will be given 
a certain number of feet to dig. The 
money paid to these men can be 
spent by them in any store in town 
which will ultimately react for the 
good of the merchant, 
the -mayor 


pointed out. 


The law requires that the city 


must advertise for bids on a project 
of this size, so the clerk 
is now 


soliciting bids on sewers for Durkee 
and Morrison-sts, from Atlantic to 
Comm'ercial. However, there is no 
intention of awarding: the bid to a 
contractor, but to have 
the work 


done by the unemployed under the 
supervision of the city engineer.

exchange countries, the flexible pro- 
visions of the present tariff law may 
become of transcendent Importance 
in guarding the industries of Amer- 
ica;Mr. Hoover Is not looking for any- 
one" with preconceived notions about 
the .tariff nor Is he .-searching for any 
.political figure. There are two va- 
cancies 
on the 
commission—Mr. 
Fletcher is a Republican and the lat- 
er Alfred-P. Dennis was a Democrat. 
The;law calls for a bipartisan com- 
mission, but the president feels that 
the chairman of the commission 
should be a man who can rise above 
political 
considerations or 
tariff 


theory and deal with new circum- 
stances as they may arise. If the in- 
terests of the United States call for 
a. downward revision of the tariff, he 
wants.the commission to be courage- 
ous -enough to recommend ' that 
course of action and if the converse 
be true'he. wants to see that policy 
followed, based upon the facts and 
the mandate of .the law with respect 
to costs of production at home and 
abroad.

Mr. Fletcher came to - the 
tariff 


commission at the urgent request of 
the president to put the reorganized 
commission into operation; Essen- 
tially:--, a " diplomat with most of his 
career spent In the foreign service, 
Mr. Pletcher brought to the com- 
mission 
;-"a- valuable knowledge of the 


viewpoint of business in foreign 
countries. But he notified the presi- 
dent that he would prefer to serve 
only 
during 
the 
reorganization 


stages. Hence the president is scour- 
ing the country for the right.kind of 
chairman to take charge of the com- 
mission in this most important 
phase of its life. 
The job oE the tariff commission is 


both judicial and administrative. It 
has economists and it has trained 
students of tariff doctrine and prac- 
tice. What it needs is broad-guaged 
leadership in which the' president 
can concur when the recommenda- 
tions come to him. 
The tariff commission is destined 


to become more and more important, 
In view of the announced policy to 
permit' direct representations and 
pleadings from
